those views as far as possible — we say, when 
such a time arrived it was not too much to 
expect a healthy outspoken interest taken by 
the ratepayers in those measures, as well as 
in the men on whom was to devolve the re- 
sponsibility of carrying them out. This was 
the more to ho looked for from the fact that 
there does not by any means prevail a unani- 
mity of sentiment among the taxp.iyers as to 
the past action of the Council, and certainly 
less as to the mode of carrying forward the 
work that body has set itself to accomplish. 
This being so, it was matter for surprise, and, 
to .any right-thinking citizen, indignation, to 
find that the m.aterial interests of the town 
and district found bo little sympathy that at 
the nomination yesterday the Ward contain- 
ing the greatest number of voters was ac- 
tually without a representative, no gentle- 
man having been found willing to volunteer 
his time and services for the public good., 
Looking down the Citizens’ Roll for Macan- 
drew Ward we can pick out a score of names 
the owners of which have both the time and 
ability to serve the honorable office of Coun- 
cillor with repute to themselves and accep- 
tance to the ratepayers, and it is little to 
their credit that public spirit is so dead 
amongst them. As to the other two' Wards, 
although we consider the town could scarcely 
be better served than by the gentlemen 
elected, yet it would have shown a greater 
degree of interest in our local affairs, and a 
healthier sign of the boasted .prosperity of 
Cromwell h id there been brought forward 
men representing the various views of the 
questions at issue. We are of those who be- 
lieve in opposition— unless there are very 
good re.asons to the contrary — when a place 
of honor and responsibility has to be filled. 
It generally has the effect of bringing for- 
ward the best men ; ventilates valuable opi- 
nions on the various points calling for 
attention ; and engenders a self-reliant and 
independent feeling among the community 
generally. At the present time more than 
ever was it necessary these desiderata should 
be forthcoming in Cromwell, instead of which 
apathy (to put it mildly) appears to reign 
supreme, the citizens by their inaction ac- 
tually weakening the Council, and the Coun- 
cil led to infer it can work independent of the 
citizens, whose chief endeavors would seem 
to lie in fault-finding, rather than encourag- 
ing and strengthening theii representatives.

Indeed he thought 
that this move of O’Connor’s was tlie result of a 
design on the part of J. C. Brown, who, being a 
gilont member, got O’Coanor to t^ for him.

It became the duty, ha 
proceeded to say, of the citizens to nohiinata 
and elect one of their number with or with- 
out bis consent, to act as Councillor for 
Macandrew Ward— in terms of the 26th see- . 
tion of the Ordinance. : 

: MrAnidt thanked the citizens for his re- 
election. He was sorry to see so little in- 
terest taken in the choice of Oonnoillors, and 
did not think it spoke much for tho energy 
aud spirit of the citizens of such a rising 
town as Cromwell. ,' For himself he could 
only promise to do in the future a.s in the 
past--work for the best interests of the town 
and district. , 

Mr Talboys in thanking the ratepayer* en- ■ 
dorsed the views of Mr Arndt as to the apathy 
shown in the elections. He considered it • 
crying shame that one of tlie Wards of an 
important town should be unrepresented. 
With respect to tho rate of Is 3d in the. £ 
struck for last year, he went in favor of it 
for the reason that; he did not consider a rata 
of one shilling would be sufficient in view of 
the sanitary works the Council hud to over- 
take. There had been a great deal of talk 
about the cost of employing a scavenger, but 
if the ratepayers were not satisfied with tho 
present arrangement they should give piiblio 
expression to their opinions, and let the 
Council know their views. With respect to 
the Waterworks, Mr Talboys said he was the 
mover of the resolution that the pipes be riot 
laid along the terrace. His reason for this 
was that there were only two or three rate- 
payers who would bo bjmeCtted, while the 
extra cost would amount to close on £300. 
Besides, the present race would be available 
for residents on the terrace. They had not 
sufficient money to complete even the scheme 
so far as proposed, and bethought the Coun- 
cil had acted wisely in not placing too many 
debentures in the market, especially as they 
found that money was now getting easier. 
Mr Talboys also gave his views on Block IX 
question, expressing an opinion that were the 
inhabitants to nnanimonsly act in the matter 
and get the assistance of the local M.P.O., 
the diffienlty would soon be got over, and 
the land vested in the Corporation. 

In answer to a question by Mr Dawkins, 
Mr Talboys said he did not think the recent 
work on the main road was up to the mark. 
Fie had brought the matter before the Coun- 
cil, hut it was thought better not to interfere 
with the contractor during the progress of 
the job. 

AUDITOR.S. 

Tlie only nominees to fill the position of 
Auditors were Messrs J. A. Preshaw and C. 
F. Johnson, proposed by Messrs Jolly and 
Arndt. It being found that Mr Johnson’s

Southberg’a party is on better atone than the 
last, and the Nugget and Cornish are san- 
guine of striking the reef in a few days in 
the now tunnel. The prospect of the dray- 
road up the Shotover is being warmly taken 
up by residents. The alluvial mining is dull 
all the -way up the river, but much confidence 
is shewn in the lately rushed ground at Ar- 
thur’s Point. , Mr Morrison is going to re. 
build his hotel there, in view of the return 
of prosperity. 

The company formed to prospect the Ger- 
man Hill reef have taken action to summon 
the holders of a prospecting claim there for 
cancellation of certificate for abandonment, 
before they can do anything. The names of 
the parties who obtained, the certificate are 
William Davis, who is in Prankton Hospital, 
and William Haven, who is said to be in 
Clyde. If tiiese persons still wish to try the 
.ground, they would have an opportunity by 
joining the new company, • 

The Sons of Fortune tunnel, is advancing, 
and shareholders are very, hopeful from pre- 
sent appearances. .■■',■■ 1 . 

The agitation about the sale of auriferous 
land at Wliitechapsl Flat still continues, and 
the Miners’ Association held an extraordinary 
meeting about it on Saturday. On Monday, 
the 19th, a long telegram was forwarded from 
Queenstown by Mr Mauders, M.P.C., on the 
subject to Mr MacKellar, Goldfields Secre- 
tary, Dunedin ; also a letter. The letter has 
been received by the Under-Secretary in Mr 
MaoKellar’s absence, but not the telegram. 
This hitch has caused the delay. Meantime 
the greatest anxiety is felt lest the Waste 
Land Board should sell this valuable piece of 
auriferous land, as powerful influence in town 
is evidently at work to induce them to do so. 
Another telegram on the same subject to the 
Evening Star, from its correspondent, seems 
also to have miscarried. The matter will be 
enquired into. ■ ■

Wo have 
at present to send to Queenstown or Frank- 
ton, and in cases of sudden illness the danger 
is greater from this cause,

Our election for Mayor and Councillors is 
over, resulting in. the return of Mr Betts as 
Mayor, against Mr, ’Warren, by a majority of 
16. The Councillors are Messrs Tully, Cash, 
and Clark. ' They had a walk-over. Mr 
Clark was proposed against Mr Warren as 
Councillor, but he (Mr Warren) declines any 
contest. Thd election for Mayor created con- 
siderable excitement. The only new man is 
Mr Clark, of the firm of Clark and Taiboys. 
Our Corporation has a good deal of work cut 
put for them,!' They owe about £1200, but 
considering that the income amounts to 
£720, it can scarcely be called a debt. Part 
of this, about £1100, is owing to Mr Robert- 
son, and must be met by a special rate of 3s 
(id or 4s in the pound. , This will be consi- 
dered heavy, but it is really the best way of 
getting rid of the difficulty.'. We can, then 
ask horro-ffing powers with a good grace by 
showing that wo are not afraid of taxation. , 

It was with considerable surprise that I 
saw a paragraph in your paper stating that a 
travelling reporter of the Daily Times denied 
some statements l.made. I was present when 
he was trying to get signatures, and heard 
his statements refuted. • He did not even 
attempt to defend them. As to the monetary 
transactions, they are well known to every- 
one in the district. But if he persist in his 
denial, I will request to be permitted to send 
you documentary evidence of the fact, in the 
travelling reporter’s own ’nandwriting. Of 
course it is possible that there may be more 
than one reporter for the Daily Times in the 
district. 

■ From some of the speeches made at the 
Mayoral election, I can see indications that 
Queenstown people are likely to look beyond 
the town, and endeavour to do something for 
the surrounding district. The necessity for 
a dray-road to Skippers seems to be a^eed 
upon by aU parties. The clamor raised by 
the Southland members, together with the 
overpowering influence of Dunedin, is very 
likely to have a depressing effect on Govern- 
ment expenditure on the Goldfields. Onr 
share of local revenue expended here last 
year was very small. Such votes as £400 
for road at the Head of Lake Wakatip, £500 
Martin’s Bay track, £600 conrthonso, look 
well on paper, , But they become a dangerous 
delusion when kept there year by year. Be- 
cause we got £233 tor onr Athennenm last 
year, we are to receive none at all this, al- 
though we intended raising £1 for £1. We 
are informed by the Government that the 
present year’s gr-ant is for localities that have 
received no subsidy. In other words, people 
are tempted to begin building, and then told 
they may finish as they like. Wo s';e, in 
contrast to this, the Dunedin Harbour Board 
subsidised by the possession of a foreshore of 
inestimable value, — Provincial property, — to 
enable them to ruin Port Cli.alraers, the natu- 
ral harbour of Otago, Provincialism is an 
excellent form of government, and every 
student of the history of government will 
admit its power in conserving the liberties of 
the people, but we want our revenues loca- 
lised, to check the overpowering rapacity of 
the large towns. 

Since I commenced writing, I am informed 
that onr leading citizens have formed them- 
selves into a newspaper company. Consider- 
able indignation has been felt here lately at 
some correspondence, which was considered 
too personal, and that the political articles 
were written to favor not a party, but one 
person only. The Mail, in spite of this, is a 
paper of considerable standing, and the new 
project has a good deal of hard work cut nut 
for it. Still, if tho gentlemen mentioned as 
the new company take an interest in another 
paper, there is little doubt of its success. 

The mining interest at Arthur’s Point is as 
lively as ever. One proprietor yesterday re- 
fused £100_ for permission to mine under four 
acres of his freehold. A party is leaving here 
to-morrow to trace the old course of the 
Shotover above the Arthur’s Point gorge. 
If this can be done for any distance, a new 
life will be infused into alinvi.al mining. 
Unfortunately, if it runs into Miller’s Flat, 
the land there is all lease or freehold. This 
agricultural leasing on tlie Goldfields seems 
to have been carried ont without much con- 
sideration for the future of gold mining.

BANNOCKBURN MINERS’ A.SSOCIATION 
AND THE IIUNHOLDER, 

To the Editor of the CEoarwELL Aegus. 

Sir, — Will yon kindly allow me to corrects 
paragraph in your report of the quarterly meet- 
ing of the Bannockburn and Carrick Range 
Miners’ Association? The following is the para-

fourth of the carrying capacity of the station.

Sin, — Education has been looked -after by the 
Provincial Government in a creditable manner, 
ami its importance has not been overlooked. 
The Otago Education Ordinauce is, 1 believe, 
admirable in many respects. Our schools are 
numerous, and the teachers on the whole effi- 
cient. The n.ature of the in-atmetion given is in 
keeping with the times. So far I consider the 



Otn^o O^inance js good, It maybe said that 
if such is my opinion I ought to be satisfied,' . 
But satisfied 1 am not, and the reason of my; |,., 
dissatisfaotion lies in the part of the Ordinance 
that allows one Mass of Curistian worshippers to 
make use of the publio schools, while others are 
denied the same privilege. It is an abnee of 
power to make one half of the peoule pav for : ' 
the denominational, teaching of tho other. Why , 
should the Jews be compeUed to.pay for teach< 
ing others a dogma they believe hot in? Feaf ■ ' 
will deny that it is udjust. hevartheless it i» ‘ ‘ 
the law in Otago. I may be told that the Jews - 
are not very numerous in Otago, luid that they 
do nob complain of the system of education. . 
Such a plea would only make the evil more ap. 
parent, as it would show that they are trodden • ' 
on because they are powerless. ■, But I will show 
how unjustly our Education Ordinance operates, 
upon pother and more numero.us section of the' 
inhabitants of Otago t I refer to the Roman Ca- 
tholics. It cannot be said that they do not com- 
plain, that they do not feel the unjuat, unfair, ' 
and unchristian treatment which they receive ab 
the hands of people professing to be Christians, 
and who are supposed to act conscientiously. ' Ik ■ 
certainly appears to me that the consciences of ' 
the great bulk of the professing Christiana are. 
very elastic, and that the precept, “ Do unto 
others as we would that others do unto us," is 
very little heeded. 'Will it be denied that the 
Roman Catholics are entitled to a fair share of 
the money sot aside for edncational purposes T 
I think not. Well, then, why do they not get 
it ? Simply because it is offered to them on con« 
ditions that they cannot conscientiously submit 
to ; and the consequence is that they levy a 
a special rate on themselves for educational pur- 
poses. For every one pound paid by the Pro- 
testant for education, the Roman Catholic pays 
two It is monstrous that such should be tha 
case in a Christian land : it is nothing short of 
sectarian tyranny. It may he asked what is in 
the Education Ordinance to drive Roman Catho* 
lies to such extremities. Simply a book or books 
are allowed to be read in onr schools that are 
antagonistic to the Roman Catholic faith. Again 
it may he said that those objecting are at liberty 
to withdraw their children from school during 
the reading of the obnoxious book or books. But 
if such is the case, why hot allow the Roman 
Catholics the use of the school for religious or 
sectarian teaching, and let the Protestants he at 
liberty to withdj'.aw their chiUren ? By doing 
that, both would be on an equal footing. We ' 
are told that tho Otago system of education is 
not deunminatinnal. 1 deny it. It is sectarian 
to the Protestant, but secular to the Catholic. 

Can it he dcnieii that the Protestants are allowed 
the use of books belonging to their denomina- 
tlui? Can it he denied th.it the Roman Catho- 
lics are denied the use of the books belonging to 
their Church and faith? It is lamentable to 
think that in a country that boasts of its liberty 
and freedom, one section of the people should 
trample tlie other under their feet, disregardlcss 
of their conseienoe or their creed, -I am, &o.,

.bis industry were not only regarded as clear 
profit, but in a measure, as the property of 
some one else. There were wardens and 
bi^iffs to look after him ; receivers of reve- 
nue to impoverish him ; cast-iron regulations 
to harass him ; and “ jumpers” to put them 
In force, without remorse, and under color of 
• law rob him of his hard-earned property. 
Security in mining property there was none. 
Although some change for the better in this 

■ jespeot was made by the Mining Districts 
Act, in force' in Auckland, on the whole it 
may be said the cure was worse than the dis- 

■ ease. It was an exceptional piece of legisla- 
tion, and like all exceptional laws, it does 
not work smoothly or equitably when gene- 
rally applied. To be sure, it certainly does 
protect mining associations from the hourly 
dread of plunder through some trifling 
.neglect, on the part of their servants, of 
.some minute point of detail in the regula- 
tions, and to that extent it has been a boon. 

. . . . The question arises: “What 

shoiild bo dene to encourage gold mining ?” 
.Ofago empirics have hit upon a device of 
paying a bonus, by evading the law ; but it 
is a roundabout and ineffectnal method at 
best, and as the recently enacted Ordinance 
is in fraud of the Customs Duties Act, and 
in contravention of the Constitution Act, we 
.can hardly' think the Governor will be ad- 
. vised to leave it to its operation, the Colo- 
nial Secretary’s letter to Superintendent 
Macandrew notwithstanding. But on other 
grounds the plan is imperfect. It is partial 
in its operation, and were it to do ail that its 
advocates cl(dm for it in Otago, which we 
take leave to donbt, it would depress the 
jgold mining Industries in other provinces in 
the same ratio. However well meant' and 
lindly intended, the Otago Ordinance pro- 
viding for the payment of n bonus on every 
ounce of gold raised in that province, must 
fail ill its object. 

• We write for the colony, and not for a 
division of it. From a colonial point of 
view, we say, let gold mining be as free and 
untrammelled as any other industry, Gold 
,18 not taken from the earth for noth ing. The 
icost of every ounce of gold produced hears a 
very large proportion to its standard value, 
The special taxes, therefore, which are im- 
posed upon gold mining, to. maintain an army 
of non-producing officials, should be abo- 
lished, This would enable the men engaged 
in gold-mining pursuits, North and South, to 
work ^ greatep advantage; The rent, in the 
shape of miner’s right, license, and registra- 
tion fees, and the income tax, in the shape 
of export duty on gold, would m.ake the dif- 
ference, in nine cases oht of ten, between a 
profit and a loss on the year’s operations. In 
the case of companies or associations, it would 
go far towards the turning point between 
dividends and calls ; and in general, private 
enterprise would be stimulated to greater ex- 
ertions. In other words, we should stimu- 
late gold mining by applying to it as far as 
practicable, the principles of Free Trade, 
There' is no reason why the administration of 
goldfields should be exceptional. Wardens 
and Wardens’ Courts, and the whole system 
of goldfields administration, appears to us 
to be costly, cumbrous, and unnecessary. 
What have the gold miners done that they 
Bhould be compelled to carry such an official 
load? Are they a lawless, reckless, aban- 
doned body of men ? Are they not, on the 
oontrary, the most law-abiding, patient, long- 
suftering body of men that it is possible to 
find ? There is In reality no crime on the 
New Zealand goldfields. On the other hand, 
■thera la nothing in the avooatbn of gold 
miners, or in the species of property created 
by them, that should prevent causes arising 
«ut of it from being determined in the ordi- 
nary courts of the colony. Let the law 
under which gold mining is pursued he sim- 



plified, and the litigation which occupies the 
Warden’s Courts would be at an end. The 



country would be the gainer, as well as the 
miner, by this change. Money spent in liti- 
gation is wasted, just as money spent in 
maintaining a battalion of useless officials 
might as well bo flung into the sea, to say 
nothing of the amount of sliill and energy 
looked up, which might be usefully employed. 

But we would go yet further, and give the 
gold miner an opportunity of acquiring a 
freehold title to his mining area, within a 
reasonable limit. This would tie him to the 
country. He would have a vested interest 
in his claiml He could 'ouild his house 
thereon, and while he was engaged in mining 
pursuits his family could ‘cultivate the sur- 
face. Mining would then be conducted on a 
totally different method from what it is at 
present. The one thought now is to get the 
gold and clear out as soon possible, leav- 
ing the land unfit for any useful purpose. 
But were the land the property of the miner, 
care would bo taken, on working out a spot, 
to fill up the workings and restore the sur- 
face. It would pay to do so. The land 
would remain, a valuable and improvable 
commodity, after the gold hod been removed ; 
and in process of time the worked-ont ground 
would come to be occupied by a large produc- 
ing population, Instead of the unsightly and 
dangerous pitfalls wp now see. Tlie country

, . ! London, June 21. 

Messrs Moody and Sankey are preparing 
t« visit Eton to conduct a service specially 
addressed to the students. Their intention 
has caused si great sensation and much con- 
troversy. 

In Dublin, on June 18th, at midnight, a 
fire broke out in the Excise Bond Stores, 
which contained 1800 puncheons of whisky. 
There was a series of tremendous explosions, 
and the flames spread with great rapidity to 
adjoining buildings. Liquor flowed into 
the street, ignited the whole neighborhood, 
from 15 to 20 buildings, in Mill and C'ham- 
bers-streets, and pot them in flames. Vast 
crowds surrounded the burning buildings. 
The mob rolled several barrels of whisky out 
of the stores and helped themselves to the 
contents. The police mustered in force, and 
troops were ordered out to preserve order. 
Five thousand casks of liquor and 35 houses 
were destroyed. 

The Pacific Island Protection Bill has 
been extended ta New Guinea. - 

The Times publishes two columns of a re- 
view of the New Zeah/nd Handbook, and 
praises Sir J. Vogel in unmeasured terras. 

Bodies much mutilated continue to come 
ashore from the wreck of the Schiller, Three 
hundred thousand dollars in specie has been 
recovered. 

. A terrible earthquake ooourred in South 
America. The earthquake violently visited 
the city of P.lccala, Columbia. In New 
Canada a portion of the church fell down, 
and many houses were destroyed. Caiicena 
was also destroyed, and the loss of life was 
frightful, thousands perishing. There is 
much excitement in Panama over the cala- 
mity, The city of Ciccula was completely 
destroyed, and but few families were saved. 
A ball of fire issued from the volcano and set 
fire to the houses. Aqother mouth was 
opened in the volcano on the side fronting 
Santiago, in the ridge called Guaohane. Six- 
teen tb.ousand lives are estimated as lost. 

The Pope sutfors from lumbago. He is 
not confined to his bed, and holds audiences 
as usu.il, hut much anxiety prevails. 

The Corporation of London have resolved 
to invito the Mayor of New York to an inter- 
national municipal banquet next month. 

The town of Macao, Province of Gaang 
Fang, w.is visited by a terrible hurricane. 
Considerable propei-ty was destroyed, and the 
shipping in the harbor suffered severely. 
The s’torm was unusually violent, and lasted 
several hours. A number of lives were lost. 

- Tile steamer Vicksburg struck on some 
icebergs off St. .lohn’s, Newfoundland. The 
vessel sank, and fifty meii were drowned. 
One boat with five men was picked up, and 
another with thirty reached land. The men 
in the boat picked up were in a very ex- 
hausted state, and their feet and legs were 
so much swollen that their boots had to be 
cut from their feet. James Crowley, one of 
the rescued men, says at 9,30 p.m. on Mon- 
day the ship w.as stopped among the heavy 
ice, and was hove-to. After sho got clear, 
and while going at full speed, she struck the 
bergs. The engines were immediately re- 
versed and the ship struck heavily on the 
port quarter, carrying away the fans of the 
propeller, and a hole was knocked through 
the plates in that quarter, through which the 
ship made a quiuitity of water. The captain 
gave orders to launch the boats, with their 
respective crows, and told them to mind that 
the distance from St. John’s was 120 miles 
north-west. • The ship sank about ten o’clock 
floating boat No. 2 from her davits, with the 
chief officer and about thirty people in her. 
They got clear and pulled to windward. 
After the ship went down they saw the cap- 
tain and some other persons floating on a 
bale of hay among the wreckage, and they 
tried all they could do to pick them up, but 
owing to the boat being half full of water and 
the ice about they were not able to do so. 
Interviews with several survivors of tlie 
wreck show that those of the crew and pas- 
sengers who escaped in the boats abandoned 
the vessel and those on board to their fate in 
a manner somewhat discreditable. 

The ste,amer City of New York was 
launched at Chester, Pennysylvania, on June 
5. She is the second of three in course of 
construction for the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, the contractors for the Australian 
raaQ service. Every known precaution has 
been taken for the speedy extinguishing' of 
fire and for the saving of life. She has ten 
metallic lifeboats, calculated to accommodate 
500 persons. 

A disastrous fire at Toronto bumod half a 
block, from Young to Victoria and North 
Stewetter streets. 

Accounts relative to the grasshopper 
plague continue to be of a most disastrous 
character. A Nebraska despatch says an im- 
mense army of grasshoppers covers an area 
extending in breadth from one end of the 
State to the other, and crossing the Union 
Pacific Railway in a northerly direction. A 
large number covers the ground from Omaha 
to Columbus, bringing utter destruction to 
many beautiful fields of grain. Many farmers 
lost their entire crops in a half-hour’s time, 
while others in the same vicinity suffered 
little. Reports from Florence say the fields 
were stripped of everything. ,ln Washing- 



ton County, the grasshoppers are reported as 
having left in a body, after devouring every- 
thing green. The grasshoppers in Petaluma 
devoured the tops off live acres of potatoes. 

The Artie expislitiun has sailed, A special 
prayer will bu used ou Sundays in most of 
the English Churches for the crew and their 
snccess. The nation is intensely interested 
in the event. 

As admitted by the London Times the Bos- 
samer steamer, which was to do away n ith 
the horrors of sea sickness in crossing tlio ; 
English Channel, is an undoubted failure. 

A terrible disaster has visited Holyoako, | 
in Massachusetts, in the burning of the 
French Catholic Church, which was so 
fatally swept that 66 men, women, and 
children were either burnt or crushed to 
death in, the panic. Nearly at the close of 
the service’ a taper caught fire in the light 
trimming of the altar, and spread rapidly 
over the walla. The 700 people present 
rushed wildly to one narrow entrance, while 
those in the gallery jumped down on the' 
mass below, from whence they were driven 
by the increasing flames, only to live for a 
few hours'. In Uie streets were relatives of 
those burnt in the conflagration. The fliimes 
of the burning building, the gathering of the 
dead for identification, and the comforting of 
the dying, made a scene never before wit- 
nesseil. 

By an earthquake in Asia Minor 2,00C 
lives are reported to have been lost. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury has recog- 
nised with approval the services of Messrs 
Moody and Sankey. 

The British Polar Expedition sailed from 
Portsmouth on May 29, to make further ex- 
plorations in the Artio Sea. Preparations 
have been making for the past six months 
under Sir Henry Eawlinson. The enthu- 
siasm at Portsmoutli at the time of sailing 
was immense, thousands of people being pre- 
sent. Her Majesty sent a telegram to Com- 
mander Markham, wishing the expedition 
sucess. ' '

The- Leisure Hour says The . metropolis 
of tlis Rritiah Empire, fcha lirgest city t.hc 
world ever saw, covers,, within fifi''en mites 
radius (if (Jhariiig Oroaa, nearly sewn hiinilred 
sijuaro milea. and numbers within these bound- 
aries four millions of inhabitvita It comprises a 
hundred thousand foreigrers from every region 
of the globe. The port of London has every day 
on its waters a thousand ships and nine thousand 
sailors. Upwards of a hundred anti twenty 
persons are added to the population daily, or 
forty thousand yearly, a birth taking place every 
five minutes, sild a death every eight uiiuutus, 
On an average, twenty -eight miles of streets are 
opened and nine thousand new houses built every 
year. In its postal districts there is a yearly 
delivery of 238, 000, 000 of loiters. On the polios 
register thera are the names of a hundred and 
twenty thousand habitual 'criminals, increasing 
by many tIious.vnd every year. More than one- 
third of all the crime of the country is committed 
in London, or at least brought to light there, 
fhore are as many beer-shops and gin-palaces as 
would, if their fronts were placed side by side, 
reach from Charing Cross to Fortsmnnth, a dis- 
tance of sevonty-three miles, and thirty-eight 
thousand drunkards are annually brought before 
its magistrates. The shops open on Sundays 
would form streets sixty miles long. It is 
estimated that there are above a niiUioa of tha 
people who are practically heathen, wholly 
neglecting the ordinances of religion. At least 
nine hundred additional churches and chapels 
would be required for the wants of the people.

Terrible Adventure on Jloating Ice.' 



A thrilling account of the sufferings of 
thirty-four men from Newfoundland, who 
were cast aivay on floating ice, of the death of 
thirteen from cold and exposure, and of the 
rescue of the remainder in a iieariy exhausted 
condition, is given by a Now York paper. 
The men are all Irish, or of Iri.sh descent, and 
comprised nearly the entire able-bodied male 
population of the little town of St. Mary’s. 
Andrew Mooney, asutvivor, gives an account 
of the disaster which befel tha parly. He 
says : — 



The ice had been firm all winter, and the 
villagers had gone npon it frequently to hunt 
sea-birds. On the 2nd of March a brig was 
discovered 2|- miles from the shore fast in the 
ice. ■ The p,arty of thirty-four was gathered, 
and started out on the ice to her and spent 
the day on board. Towards evening they 
started homeward, hut bad not proceedeii far 
when the fact was presented to them that the 
ice bad parted between them and the shore, 
and the opening was increasing every moment. 
When the brink of the ice was reached the 
space of water between them and the shore 
was half a mile wide, the ice having broken 
one mile out from tbe land, and the immense 
field upon which they stood was floating 
steadily further out to sea. It was now quite 
dark. The party were exhausted and only 
half -clad, and unprepared fur the terrible cold 
which soon set in. At first it rained until 
they were all wet to the akin. The rain tlien 
turned to sleet and snow. The wind veered 
to the northward and the cold became intense. 
Then came the struggle for life, tlie men 
stamping their feet and running madly about, 
the more sturdy encouraging the weak and 
faltering. At midnight the cold and exhaus- 
tion began to tell upon the doomed ones. 
First one and then another would lie down, 
saying he could go no father. Tiic othci-s 
would pick them up and try to keep them oil 
their feet, but, after reeling for a short dis- 
tance like drunken men, they would fell sense- 
less upon the ice and die wilihciit a struggle. 
When morning dawned seven corpses were 
discovered at intervals upon the ice. A piece 
of ice 20ft square floating near the brink of 
the ice in tlie open water, upon which nine of 
them got, hoping that it would float towards 
the shore ice, and they could then save thera- 
selve. When it had floated 300yds it ground- 
ed, and the unfortunates remained upon it 
for three days and nights, during which time 
six of them died, the other three being picked 
up by the schooner George S. Fogg. All the 
food they had in all that time was a small 
white fish which was frozen in the sea. This 
they divided between them. The eighteen 
' men remaining, after the nine floated out in 
; the smaller icefield, made their nay back to 
the abandoned brig, which moved with the 
ice for a week in sight of land, and the fisher- 
men were on her ten days before they were 
rescued. 



Prentice Multerd’s “ Our 'Tillage School,'* 
is a wonderful bit of realism, quite as humo- 
rous as anything Mark Twain has done, and 
upon a higher plane of art. The following 
description of the urchin wrestling with his 
composition is worthy of Dickens:— -The very 
acme of juvenile intelfectual torture at tha 
village school was realised in attempting to 
“ write compositions.” On “ ■composition 
day’ every one was required to bring his 
written views, impressions, and opinidiis 
on subjects sometimes previously designated 
by the master, sometimes left to the pupil’s 
owm selection. In eithi'r case the agonizing 
process was the same, the operation beginning 
rtith the shutting up of the victim alone in a 
room with tlie necessary pens, paper, and ink. 
The first step was easy, being that of heading 
the foolscap with tho title of the subject. 
That completed, there it remained for hours, 
the composer writing in the vain attempt to 
say snmetlung about ‘ The Borse’ or ‘ The 
Cow.’ The hoTse was generally pronounced 
a ‘ very useful animal ’j after which both fact 
and imagination refused to give down a drop ; 
and tha victim’s attention would wander to- 
ward some unfortiniatn fly crawling upon the 
windowpane, which, being caught and im- 
molated on a pin, buzzed forth a doleful 
deathsong, thereby f n rnishing a few moments’ 
entertainmont and forgetfulness, until the 
writer suddenly bethought himself that time 
was passing, while the world still remained ' 
unenliglatcned concerning ‘ The Horse.’ A 
fresh penful of ink is taken, an^ the anther 
‘ squares himself,’ at ‘ The Horse.’ Mean- 
time, the clean sheet of paper begins to 
assume a solid and crumpled appearance, 
flecked here and there with spots of variously- 
shaded ink. The author gazes out of the 
widows. Anything now stirring— a passing 
car, a dog, a boy— assumes an unwonted in- 
terest in his eyes. His fingers, toying with 
the pen, gradually aconmnlate upon them- 
selves all the ink which should have been 
spread upon ‘ The Horse.’ At last he is in- 
spired to write tlms : ‘ The horse is a noble 
animal. My father once owned a horse. He 
ate hay, oats, and kicked. 1 rode him. My 
father sold him to a man because he thought 
he lud the heaves, ’ The writer’s name is now 
placed at the bottom of this essay, with such 
e.xco?s of care and precision that the joyous 
rebound consequent on the successful con- 
clusion of the effort manifests itself by a 
triumphant flourish of tbe quill, with the 
immediate result of a huge ink drop immed- 
iately over the signature, which the young 
“ litterateur’’ vainly endeavours to remove by 
a cleansing process with the tipof his tongue, 
an effort that only widens the soiled area of 
paper.”
